In speaking of "The Danites" which will 


be presented here nest week, the Louis- 
ville fast says:

"Tbe Danites" is announced on tbe bills 
as "tbe long-sought-after American play." 
It certainly is strictly American; it is locat- 
ed in tbe boldest region of tbe country, 
whether as regards tne aspects of nature 
or of the men who live tbere. Its charac- 
ters are true to tbe ideals that we have all 
formed for them. The motives of the play 
are in keeping with the men and the scenes. 
Over all there is a charm of poetical gen- 
ius; In tbe developments of the story there 
is the craft of one long familiar with the 
stage. Enough has been revealed of the 
history of the play for us to feel certain 
that it is not all the work of Jouquin Mil- 
ler. MeKee'Rankin, made many changes 
before the melodrama would do for rep- 
resentation on the stage. The characters, 
the motives, the poetry came from Mil'er, 
but in tbe rough; the ore was rich, but the 
gold was almost in the rubbish. Bankin 
put It through the ^machine of bis exper- 
ience of stage effects, and the result has 
been a remarkable play. It is to co-oper- 
ative work by poets and actors or play- 
wrights that we must at present look for 
American dramas tbat may succegd and 
hv . We bave no complete dramatist 
such as was Sheridan, C.bber, Comber- 
land, or, first and greatest of all, Shakes- 
peare—men who were poets and play- 
wrights, thinking great thoughts and able 
to put them in shape for common audiences 
toapp'eciate and enjoy. England has had 
none for many years. Bulwer has the 
credit of the "Lady of Lyons," "Money" 
and "Richelieu;" his were the poetry and 
the characters, but Macready made it pos- 
sible for Bulwer's plays to succeed betore 
the public, by pruning, altering, recon- 
structing them. Theimaklng of plays is in 
great part a mechanical-skilled labori ex- 
perience of the stage is absolutely a pre- 
requisite. This is the lesson taught by 
"The DaniteE," and it'is well, because of 
the value of tbe lesson, to call it the 
"Amer.can play found at last."

A special despatch from Thomaston to 


the Kennebec Journal contains tbe follow- 
ing account of Haynes' attempt to escape 
from the State Prison: 


The notorious "Sam" Haynes, who is 


confined In tbe State Prison at this place 
for tbe murder of Policeman Bobbins of 
Bockland, about a year ago, has been 
again caught in making preparations for 
more ef bis old tricks. I have obtained 
tbe following particulars of his attempt to 
escape from tbe prison, in which he was 
detected last Monday afternoon: 
« 


Monday morning be was excused from 


hia duties in the work-shop, on the plea of 
illness; but as he did not appear to be se- 
riously indisposed, and being one of that, 
class of prisoners who,generally very much 
prefer to be at work in the shop than re- 
maining in their cells, tbe Deputy Warden 
became suspicions and placed a guard near 
bis cell, In order to find out what he was 
doing. He discovered nothing unusual 
until about 4 o'clock In tbe alternoon.wben, 
hearing a noise likejtbe sound of a file, be 
crept cautiously up to the front of tbe cell 
and caught tbe villain sawing the bars. 


Not tea minutes before this the Deputy 


Warden, who bad been searching in the 
shops for weapons, learned from another 
convict that Haynes had a revolver in his 
possession, and was about to send for him 
to come to the guard-room, when the guard 
who had been watching hie cell appeared 
with him In custody. He was questioned, 
but denied having any weapons in bis cell; 
but after a thorough search a revolver, a 
long knife and a heavily loaded club were 
found concealed In his bedding. Being 
confronted by tbe guard with "these in hia 
possession, he admitted that they were his, 
and that he bad made the club himself 
about five weeks ago, tbat the knife was 
obtained from a fellow prisoner who works 
In tbe blacksmith shop, and the revolver 
from another source, which the officers of 
the prison decline to make public at pres- 
ent. 


Hia plan was, probably,—after having 


sawed the bars off tiis cell,—to nave 
knocked Hie night watch ovar with his 
elnband then, having presented himself at 
the guard-room, he would—had he sne 
eeeded in having galnec admittance by be- 
ing mistaken tor the other watcb,—prob- 
ably have snot tbe guard and made his 
escape.
